]>uxdng the early part of iy63, NY T-1, another 
governaent agency, which conduota security type Inveatlgatlons, 
advised that Helttrlchs tf. Bagatals, a foraer chairman In 
Of Daugavas Vanagl (Latvian veterans organisEatlon), 

New York, New York, was suspected of Russian Intelligence 
service Involvement by an official Qerman source. 

Acquaintances 

On April 22, lyo4, NY T-2, who has fumlshed 
reliable Information in the past, stated that ^le had recently 
heard that Bagatals is en^ged at working at two Jobs, 
one during the daytime and one at night, NY T~2 
has not been able to ascertain where these places of 
^aployment are located. He stated that the subject is not 
happy In his work and neither Job is as good as the Job 
that he formerly had at Roux Laboratory in Ifew York City. 

NY T-*2 also heard that the suwjectts girlfriend, 
name unknown, died during February, 1964, ^ did not 

know the cause of her death, 

MY T-3> who fias furnished reliable information in 
the past, advised on April 30, l9o4 that he has been 
acquainted with the subject for several years. Bagatals 
was formerly the chairman of Daugavas Vanagi (Latvian 
veterans organisation). New York Chapter. Subject was. In 
the past, also very active In arrang^ents for the performance 
of Latvian concerts.

NY stated tiiat during the late lS/30*s, 
iiagatais took a trip around the world# The subject 
indicated to NY T-3 that this trip cost him |ldOO which 
money he had been able to save while he was esig>loyed as 
a draftsman. NY T-3 advised tl^t during the early part 
of 1902 # the subject took a trip to Australia where He 
iiitended on living penaanently- During 19^3 the subject 
i*et limed to the United States because he was not nappy 
in Australia. 

NY T-3 advised that on one occasion he was in the 
3 aoJect*B apartment wivich is located on Cathedral Parkway 
in New York City. This is a large five roram apartment which 
was well furnished. Subject also had a collection of good 
books and paintings. NY T-3 i*ecalled tiiat Bagatais did 
rent out rooms in this apartment on a few occasions. 

NY T-3 further stated tiriat since Bagatais has 
returned from Australia he seems to iiave no contact with 
other persons in the Latvian coromunity in Nbw York City. He 
no longer is active in any organizations and is seldom seen 
by old acquaintances . 

On April 24, l>b4 NY T-4, who is In a position 
to fux-nish information concerning Latvian emigres in the 
New York area, advised triat he has been acquainted with 
Bagatals for several years. NY T-4 is a memoer of ’•Rota" 

(a Latvian handicapped veterans organization)' and has had 
contact with the subject througii tills organization. 

A few montiis ago, the subject contacted NY T-4 
and suggested that they open an art studio at Bagatals 
apartment. Bagatals suggested that NY T-4 and other Latvian 
artists display tneir paintings in his home fc «7 ppssible 
sale. lk> financial arrangements were discussed, however, 
the subject Indicated that he viK)uid provide the studio and 
NY T-4 and other artists would provide the paintings. 

NY T-4 declined the subject’s suggestion due to the 
face tiiat Bagatals is a person of questionable moral 
character. He advised that he is certain that the subject is

a nossosexual. He eased eras Sv 4 itment on the fact tlrrat 
Bagatals Is open In tas statements concerning unnatural 
sex ijehavior. NY T-4 advised that about five years ago 
he visited Bagatals’ apartment at which time the subject 
had several male friends in his home of the same type 
chai^cter as Bagatais and they operay talked about their 
homosexual traits. These Individuals indicated that deriving 
sexual pleasure from being with other men was cheaper than 
taking care of a woman. 

JfY T~4 stated thac Bagatais formex’ly worked 
as a security guard for two agencies, receiving a 
total salary of $160 per week. However, he recently 
dropped one of these jobs because of the strong physical 
pressure put upon him by caxui-ylng two full Jiiae'-joos. 

He Is nov employed as a security guard at a salary of $90 
per vreek. 


NY T-4 also advised tiiat after Bagatais returned 
frcMo Australia, he was not able to again rent '.is former 
apartment on the ground floor at 412 Cathedral Parkway. 

He now has the pent house apartment at this adcress and 
pays approximately $140 per month rent . 

NY T-4 considers Bagatais to be ver^ iatdlligent 
and he has heard that while Bagatais was in tlic Oeorman 
array he was considered to be an organizer and c-otablished a 
money making cusiness, type of business unknown by NY T-4. 

As a result, Bagatais was able to live very well while he 
was in the Oerman army. 

On April 23, lS'o4 Mr . Jailla ylst 

Street, Woodslde, Queens, New York, was Interviewed by 
SAS of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, Paul L. Brinton 
and Donald £» Hartnett. Mr. Lads is the president of 
the New York branch of Daugavas Vanagi and he furnished 
background information concerning t'nis organization. He 
described ISau^vas Vanagi as an organization of Latvian war 
veterans v/ho fought with the Germans against the Soviet 
Union during World War II. He said this gz^up known as the 
Latvian Leglon,was formed for the expz*ess purpose of 
fighting the Soviet Union and not the allies, d .ring the war.

He indicated that the Nevj York chapter of Daugavas Vanagi 
tms approxiiaatel^ 21c members. 

etc*. Lacis recalled that of all the members of 
Daugavas Vanagi that he has been associated with# the 
only one who was actually a prisoner of war of the Bimsians 
was Heinrichs Bagatals. He stated that Bagatais was 
the former head of Daugavas Vanagi> New York Branch, 
around 1947, but is not too active in this organization any 
more. 

During April and i'lay of 19u4 NY T-9*who has 
furnished x'ellable information in the past, furnished 
records of subject’s special checking accomt located at 
the Bankers Trust Company, 929 3th Avenue, York City, 
New York, account number 20448,' 34 . Tills account was 
transferred to this brancii on June c, I 963 from tiie 
lolst Street Office of the Bankers Trust Coo^ny in the 
Bronx. f New York. Subject's address was shown to be 412 
Cathedral farkway. New York City, He first opened an 
account with this bank on April 14, 1935# 15ie balance 
in this account as of April 20, I 904 was shown to be $ 60 . 43 . 
A review of checks issued by the subject during April and 
May of 19 u 4 reflects only two checks, one for cash in the 
amount of $30.00 dated April 23, 1964 and a check made 
payable to Maurice Staixl on May 1, 1964 in Uite amount of 
$ 149 . 30 , ®nis check was endorsed by Maurice Stahl of the 
Stai^-Henaan Kealty Company. A review of the subject's 
special checking account for the dates April 19, 1963 to 
April 20, 19 o 4, Inclusive, reflects balances in tiUs 

account ranging frcMn $3.60 to $327.63. No unusual 
v;ithdrawals or deposits were noted v^ith the exception of 
deposits made May 3 to May o, I 963 in the following 
amounts :
